*ou should remember Scott Malone who, when he began his professional life, decided 
to begin using his fir^t mine which, until then, lie had refused to do. If you do not 
remember him oy nane he was far ana away the tallest of the students from l/eorgetown, hi 
American and George Washington universities who, the last half of the 1970s, used to 
cone here and with whom I spent sone time in and around Washington. 

Ihe enclosed is not his first lead article in Outlook. I do not now recall all the 
TV journalistic honors he’s won. He's done well, Againsf sone odds, too. Including his own 
brashness and essentially pointless chance-taking. 

I net Seo-f? for the first tine, when he was 20 and I was in agony outside the u roup 
Health association main building in th.. 2100 block ox senna, ave., 4*ew, ’unable zo rxove 
the short distance , about a city bloci-x in all, to the GvfJ hospital at the corner - built 
-hen an apartment house in which I lived in aoou-flj ' 1935 had stood. 

After about six months of ny GHh doctor telling me that the classic symptoms of 
thrombophlebitis were only part of the agin^ process, he finally decided to hospitalise 
me. He told me to ^o this hospital. I was in awful pain, on crutches, and by the tine I 
got less than 100 feet fro., his office and s, t w a pay phone, I decide^ to phone din ^esar 
to ini orn loin ana to ask hiii to tell Hil. Getting to the street was perhaps the most pain- 
ful experience of ny life. I'd hoped to flag a cab but was not able to. I sat nil a low 

decorative ston« wall, with points, while nailing the effort. Then, after sone tine, tliis 
six-foot-six nan came up to ne and introduced himself, telling' me that JjLra had sent him 
because ‘■’in believed I needed help. What could he do? I told bin to go into the GHk build- 
ing ana steal a wheelchair. He did. L1 e pushed no to the hospital admissions desk, then to 
the room assigned to ne.He stayed with ne through the admissions physical, while I was in 

the bed. During this examination, right in the middle of the prostate examination, the 

phone rang. It was ny lecture bureau. I was scheduled to debate David Belin, most ^uden- 
ratish of the Warren Commission * s lawyers, at Vanderbilt. Scott told then I'd phone then 
as soon as i could, i recomnendeu that the2 r use Howard Hoffman instead of ne but Vanderbilt 
refused. So that debate was rescheduled. Floyd Lamore, the leader of those students, in- 
sisted on g^ig with me. Fortunately! Because this same doctor released ne to travel too s 
soon and that without any guidance or information at all about living and coping with my 
then major medical problem. Bo, I could not get a shoe o$ my left foot the next morning. 

I used a bedroom slipper. They tool; one look at me at the airport and singleioaded me in 
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fee rear^, clearing the seat in front of me so I could keep that leg elevated in flight. 
There was a nurse on the flight and they say her near me. I rfmblefc because; you nay be 
interested. Anyway, after the physical, i asked Scott to return the wheelchair and having 
been given permission from the doctors, to get me a carton of cigarettes and a fifth of 
Jb;B. i g ave him The money and told him where to go. Be returned with the sigarettes and 
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a fifth of -t^oyal ages, a Scotch he told me, correctly, was better than ^hivas Regal, 
also returned ay money and ab^ed there v; ,s nothing I could do when ho just left it. 

That at 20 Scott was such a Haven on whiskeys was not an accident. 

He spent a fair amount of tine with us. In part tills was because he did not have a 
good relationship then with his father, a retired amy colonel. Once he was here for 

about three weeks. I'd hired him for some work. On the files he made a ness of my CIA

-'d like to think I held a little do with with his subsequent successes, jti.1 and I 

both liked him. Chen he decided to live on his own we gave him a large armchair we did 

not, need ana ny recliner, which x'd been thinking of replacing with a smaller one and did.

He had some informal relationship with the House assassins committee. Chile he had 
this connection he visited me. Xi e had the smallest tape recorder I'd seen to that tine, a 
thin reel-to-reel job that was inconspicuus in a man's inside jacket pocket. He used it 
i or clandestinely taping people who could have killei hin if they* d been aware of. But 
what he did not realize is that the tapes he got were not relevant to the investigation 
he supposedly was making. *ks was then going for the conspiracy theories, without regard 
for whether or not they could have been relevant, as to ne the;/' obviously were not. 

Hext I heard he was working for British TV, maybe BBC, investigating. I did not hear 
anything aoout him for W^while and then heard that he was working for PBS. Then I started 
seeing his articles and found that his investigative reporting was earning lain honors. 

I’ve not seen any of the shows he prepared because they were all aired late at night, 
for me. Perhaps I'll be able to thee in the rerun of the 26th of his Iraq show. 

i can update you on a few of the other students, you then knew. *'loyd, for whom I was 
a character witness when he was caught in a crime, straightened himself out first by 

returning from his succesful avoidance of the local police and the FBI, srved his time 
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so weal tJiat the parole officoWi&h whom he'd been assigned to work before seirteoxing, was 

his other character witness. On release he went to Florida nsT and married the woman who 
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had born hin a cMArirwha&e he was on the lam. That did not last. - hoar fron him fron tine 
to tine, fron J -'ampa, where he is quite happy as a walking nail carrier. |ast tine he was 
up he gave me his priced VCR cassette of the hedskins 1 last sensation/^3uperbpwl wiwtory, 
over £bnver.
